~tengiik MAN on the mountain top has a 
4 fsa View entirely different from that of one 
Ya~e~ who lives in the valley. From a high 
elevation he commands a view of vast 
breadth and distance compared with that of the 
man in the valley. Mystics and seers of all times 
have written of the “high” vision, knowing that 
from on high comes the power to command 
things of the world. David sang, “I will lift up 
mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh 
my help.” 

In another place in the Psalms, we find, 
“He that sitteth in the heavens will laugh.” In- 
terpreted in the understanding of Truth, this 
means to us that we can smile at things of the 
world when we abide in the high consciousness 
of Truth. Living in the consciousness of our 
power to overcome, we can laugh at the noth- 
ingness of all the claims of the material world. 


Do problems of the world disturb and vex 
you? Then you are not sitting “in the heavens.” 
Are you unable to laugh at the many little sit- 
uations that come up during the day, situations 
that are worth no more than a laugh? If you 
cannot, you must take your place in the heavens, 
you must rise to the heavenly consciousness 
whence you can look upon the world about and 
beneath you, knowing that through the divine 
spark within yourself you can command all 
things. 

Keeping your eyes upon the heavenly hills, 
keeping your vision upon God, you find that help 
comes to you. You are given power to take 
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charge of your life. Living is not difficult for 
you. You claim the promise of laughing and 
smiling from your high place of vantage. 

Today, if some problem is presented to you 
for solution, you may know where you abide by 
the way the problem appears to you. If you 
cannot master it and cannot laugh at its sim- 
plicity, you may know that you are still wallow- 
ing in the valley of hopelessness and despond- 
ency. If you have the inner assurance that 
Christ in the midst of you is solving it, then you 
truly abide in heaven. You are sitting in the 
heavens and you are laughing at the claims of 
materiality. 

Laughing has never seemed to be character- 
istic of the Christian, and yet we find a number 
of instances in the sacred books to justify our 
laughing at things of the world. As we evolve 
and progress in spiritual understanding, we are 
struck with the insignificance of things that at 
one time would have had power to disturb us. 
We understand more and more the meaning of 
what advanced metaphysicians call the nothing- 
ness of matter. 

What if all Christians were suddenly to 
awaken to the truth that living in itself is but 
a hearty laugh! What if we were suddenly to 
see that the problems of the world, the claims of 
matter have no power to make us despondent 
and depressed! What if we were to read a new 
interpretation into the teachings of Jesus and 
see that living with Him is victorious and happy 
living! Surely the person who lives in the con- 
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sciousness of the Christ within him has a rea- 
son to smile through all situations. 

Are you sitting in the heavens today? Are 
you firmly established in that high conscious- 
ness whence you can look out upon the world 
about you and smile? Do you realize that the 
smile emanating from the Spirit within you 
has power to transform the world about you? 
There is a reason for your sitting in the heav- 
ens. You have been brought to a high state of 
consciousness where you are able to take a joy- 
ous view of life. The Spirit within you has 
quickened you to this exalted consciousness so 
that you may do your part in relieving the world 
of its sadness and distress. As a student of the 
higher truths, your duty is to spread the philos- 
ophy of smiling and to help make Christianity 
a philosophy of joy and victory. 

If you have not been used to sitting in the 
heavens, ascend to a higher consciousness today. 
Take command of your life. Laugh! Smile at 
the little personal problems to which yesterday 
you gave power to hurt your feelings. See their 
insignificance. Realize that there is something 
within you that can never be affected by the 
things of the world. Sit upon your throne and 
let no adverse thought cast you down. 

What a new life will be shown to you from 
the hilltops! How your heart will rejoice to do 
its part in smiling! Cares and worries will dis- 
appear never to return, as you sit in the heav- 
enly understanding and smile. You will smile 
because Truth is victorious.

ay YOU were called upon to locate the 
ch: center of power, where would you place 
yy, aa it? Would you locate it inside or out- 
‘S4 side yourself? In other words, is there 
something within you that has power over your 
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life and the world about you, or does there ~ 


seem to be something outside of you, in the 
world about you, that has power over you? 

We believe that every person belongs to one 
of two classes. Either he realizes that the seat 
of power is within himself or else he thinks that 
it is in the world. He thinks that Christ in him 
has command of the world or else he thinks that 
the world has command of him. We can see that 
every one necessarily comes under one of these 
classifications. 


The student of the teachings of Jesus comes 


to locate the Christ within himself. He finds | 


that Christ exists at the very heart of his being. 


He discovers, when he turns to this presence of | 


Christ, that no worldly power can affect him. 


He ceases to think that things and circum- [| 


stances of the world can harm him. 


The person who does not have this under- 
standing believes that persons and things in the 


world can influence him. He lives in personal | 


consciousness. He believes in the power of 
other persons. He thinks that things can make 
him unhappy. He thinks that things can, in 
some way, conspire against him and bring 
chaos, unhappiness, and poverty into his life. 


Virtually the whole study of Truth is to : 


bring the individual to the knowledge that 
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THE CENTER OF POWER 7 


Christ is in him. Jesus brought to suffering 
humanity the doctrine that men should turn 
from worldly and material things and turn to 
Christ, the Truth. He sought to turn men from 
the belief that the center or seat of power is ex- 
ternal to them and to have them know that His 
presence within them is the seat of power. He 
sought for them to realize that the world has 
no power over them but that He is omnipotent. 

When you are troubled again, challenge 
yourself with this question: “Where is the seat 
of power?” Ask yourself if in Truth it is in the 
things that appear to disturb you? Ask your- 
self if Christ is giving power to things of the 
world or if He is giving you power to command 
them. Ask yourself if He has given another 
power to harm you or if He has given you power 
to know the Truth. 

Christ, omnipotence, reigns in you. Do you 
believe in anything other than omnipotence? 
Nothing in all the world can reign over you, be- 
cause in Truth there is but one throne of power, 
that of your indwelling Christ. Christ knows no 
opposition, no rival. 

If you should have a difficult problem to 
solve today, ask yourself where the seat of 
power is. If it is in the problem, then the 
problem has such power that it cannot be solved. 
If it is lodged in the Christ in you, then the 
solution of the problem comes with this simple 
realization. Remember that any personal prob- 
lem presented to you for solution is one that you 
can solve. The fact that it has been given you 
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carries with it the assurance that you can solve 
it. In your present understanding and develop- 
ment you only attract to yourself the personal 
problems that you can solve. You can see that 
the great plan of life would not present to you a 
problem too difficult for solution. 

Your only difficulty in solving any problem 
lies in your difficulty in locating the seat of 
power. The more you believe that there is 
power superior to your own in the problem in- 
volved, the more difficult it becomes for you to 
realize the truth that you have the power of 
solving it within yourself. The time re- 
quired to solve your problem is the time it takes 
you to realize the powerlessness of the problem 
and the powerfulness of your indwelling Christ. 

Christ in you is your indwelling power to do 
all things. There is nothing too difficult for 
Him. There is nothing in the world about you 
that can limit the power of Christ in you or 
withstand the work of Christ when you are con- 
scious of His presence. There are no health 
problems, personal problems, or financial prob- 
lems that Christ in you cannot solve. Your 
power to solve them lies in your ability to real- 
ize that they are not too difficult for you, that 
Christ in you can solve them. Often challenge 
yourself with this query: “Where is the seat of 
power? Where is Christ—in the world, or 
within man?” If you realize that Christ, om- 
nipotence, is within you, the so-called power of 
the world cannot affect you.

aie MAN who had spent several sleepless 
my A) nights in worry recently told how he 

7—¥4 Was almost instantaneously cured of 
. sleeplessness and worry. He said that 
after retiring his mind would become so ‘active 
in thinking about his affairs that he would spend 
almost the whole night in mulling over whys 
and wherefores, rehearsing conversations, re- 
og to mind what other persons had said 
or done. 


He was a man who had studied Truth for a 
number of years, and all at once there dawned 
upon him the realization that the whole of his 
thinking during such times of worry was a 
vain philosophy. He was philosophizing from 
the wrong standpoint. He was reasoning out 
something from the wrong premise. He saw 
that the thing he was worrying about had been 
built up in his mind through his allowing him- 
self to believe in a pseudophilosophy. However, 
his thoughts continued to run riot. 


He tried the use of several affirmations of 
peace, but to no avail. He saw that they were 
able to give but temporary relief, and that the 
main issue of his worry persisted. Suddenly, 
there flashed upon his mind these words: “The 
answer will come.” Whenever a worry thought 
came to mind, he met it with the statement 
“The answer will come.” 


He began to see that there was something 
truly magical in the words. He was not trying 
to keep from worrying; he was really handling 
the worry. He realized that it would be im- 
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possible for the answer not to come. His mind 

began to become quiet because he found he could 

not think two opposing thoughts at the same 

time. He became so interested in realizing that 

the answer would come that he could not con- 

— to think about the thing that had worried 
im. 

He began to see that through his mental 
attitude he was not only praying but that the 
answer to his prayer was definitely on the way. 
He found that the simple thought “The an- 
swer will come” was increasing his faith in God 
and in himself. It quickly brought him peace 
of mind and restful sleep, and the morrow 
brought the answer he needed. 

Most of us will recall to mind the little 
story we used to hear of the little boy who was 
asked on examination day if the questions both- 
ered him. His reply was that he was more con- 
cerned about the answers. When we have ques- 
tions to be settled, what if we should take our 
thought off the questions and give more thought 
to the answers! Should we not find that the 
answers would come more quickly? Should we 
not see that the answers would be given more 
readily when we ceased to be concerned about 
the questions? 

If you have a decision to make today, cease to 
think about the two propositions. Cease to 
try to weigh the matter in your mind. Know 
that the answer to your question will come, the 
right decision will be pointed out to you. Take 
your thought off the question so that your mind 
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THE ANSWER WILL COME 1] 


will be receptive to the answer. 

If the question in mind is one of disease, 
the answer will come as you come into a clearer 
realization of health. If the question is one of 
lack, the answer will be one of supply. You 
can see that the answer is sure to come. The 
answer to your prayer will not be withheld. 
Meditating upon the statement “The answer 
will come” will give you an ever-deepening con- 
viction that it does come, that it is definitely 
on the way. 

Many inspiring poems have been written 
during the last few years of trial. Many of 
them carry the sentiment that somehow God an- 
swers prayer. They convey the message that 
God finds a way and that we do not need to 
worry about how He does it. They carry the 
conviction that the answer to prayer does come, 
that it cannot be delayed, that God does not fail 
us in our seeming extremity. 

When you find yourself giving your mind 
to the vain philosophy of worry, increase your 
confidence in the answer to prayer. Meet the 
worry thought as if it were one that would try 
to make you doubt God. Declare, “The answer 
will come.” You need not affirm this tensely or 
try to make its truth more potent through mak- 
ing a strong mental effort in thinking it. It is 
strong enough to fight its own battles and to 
make its own way. It will deliver you from 
anxiety and worry. 

Rest in the confident knowledge that the 
answer you seek is being given you.

ated | THE TIME of the resurrection, when 
y Aveq the disciples told Thomas that they had 
seen the Lord, he expressed doubt. He 

—“— had first to see the nail prints. When 
Jesus appeared to Thomas, He told him that 
he believed in Him only because he had seen 
Him. Jesus gave this message to all doubters: 
“Blessed are they that have not seen, and yet 
have believed.” 

Let us give the name “Thomas family” to 
all those who doubt the teachings of Truth and 
the power of Christ. Let the name include all 
who refuse to believe in Christ because they 
have not seen Him. Let it include those who 
delay their freedom or healing because of their 
doubt. 

If you have not made the demonstration you 
have been trying to make, ask yourself if you 
are a doubting Thomas. If you have faith, your 
faith will stand even in the face of opposition. 
Faith is not something that you can exercise 
only when there is no occasion to use it. Your 
faith is something to use when according to ap- 
pearances things seem to be against you. 

Thomas did not believe in Jesus until he 
could make a physical contact with Him. He 
did not believe in a mystical Christ. His Christ 
was only something of the three-dimensional 
world. Those of the Thomas family know not 
the spiritual man. 

We recall a story about a man who once said 
to a preacher: “How do you know there was 
such a person as Jesus? Did any one ever feel

Him with his hands?” The preacher, in an an- 
swer that possibly was too subtle for the ques- 
tioner, replied, “Yes, Thomas did.” So Thomas 
becomes a symbol of the doubter. Peter, in 
turn, symbolizes faith. To the house of Peter 
belong those who believe in the Master. Trials 
but help to increase their faith. 

Sometimes in a household we find but one 
Peter in a family of Thomases. That one person 
may be a student of practical Christianity, he 
may be endeavoring to make a practical appli- 
cation of the teachings of Jesus, only to be dis- 
couraged on every hand by the Thomases. Of 
course, the Thomases think that the Peter in 
their midst is pagan and heretical. They want 
to see miracles performed right before their 
very eyes. They refuse to believe in what Peter 
calls Truth if there is any delay in the demon- 
stration. 

If you are a Peter surrounded by Thomases, 
you need to be very wise in what you do. You 
need to talk less about the beauty of Truth and 
instead let its fruits become evident through 
your life. You need to avoid personal antag- 
onism in the home and let the Spirit of Christ do 
its good work. 

You but set up a barrier in your home to 
the workings of Spirit by getting into personal 
situations by your arguments for Truth. Better 
by far would be your keeping silent that the 
Spirit of truth may make itself known. Better 
to let the Thomases be won over to Truth 
through the certain work of Spirit within you. 
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Man has the power to think whatever he 
wants to think and to pray whenever he wants 
to pray, without letting those about him know 
what he is thinking or why he is praying. He 
can turn in thought to the Christ within him at 
any time and in any place. He can do this with- 
out seeming to advertise to his family or asso- 
ciates that he is “holier” than they are. 


Never believe that the Thomases around you 
can keep you from progressing in your spiritual 
understanding. No one in all this world can 
keep the Spirit within you from causing you to 
go forward and higher. The Thomases about 
you should but serve to deepen and increase 
your faith. In this way they become a blessing 
to you. They cause you to turn more often to 
the presence of Christ and thereby to receive 
more and more of His blessings. 


The one Peter in the family or neighborhood 
of Thomases must continue to be faithful to the 
Truth he possesses. He must let each discour- 
agement but serve to increase his consciousness 
of the presence of Christ. When those about 
him seek to see the physical Jesus with the ac- 
tual nail prints, he must behold the mystical 
presence of Christ in their very midst. 


When in his business life, his associates 
doubt the goodness and omnipotence of God, he 
must be true to Principle, loyal to Christ. The 
stronger the appearance of the power of the 
Adversary, the more strongly must his faith 
increase.

The peaceful outlook upon life comes from 
our being established in a consciousness of 
peace. If we think only thoughts of peace, we 
cannot be inharmonious, neither can we think 
of external things as having power to take our 
peace from us. The greatest destroyer of peace 
is the belief that the things of the world can 
take it from us. We must learn that in Spirit 
our peace is constant. 

Realize that you are not disturbed by things 
themselves. You are affected only by your 
thoughts and reactions. Your inharmonious 
thoughts interpret things in the world as hav- 
ing power to make you inharmonious. Your 
realization of the truth about your indwelling 
sense of peace causes you to realize that all 
things are at peace.

The anxious person is always given to think- 
ing about persons and things.

=a this joy. When we realize that we have 
the presence of Christ within us, we know that 
this is the very presence of joy. We feel that 
we cannot entertain a thought of sorrow or 
depression when joy is established within us. 
We know that this joy cannot be changeable or 
fleeting and we realize that it endures forever. 
Think of joy as something that is constant 
and unaffected by external conditions. If you 
rejoice in the presence of Christ within you and 
feel your oneness with His joy, it cannot change. 
When you are established in His joy, the con- 
dition of external things will not have the power 
to make you unhappy. 

Joy emanates from the presence of Christ 
as light radiates from its source. Being con- 
scious of Christ within us, we become conscious 
of His joy. We become so interested in Him 
that we find the things of the outer world to be 
secondary in importance. 


The joy of Christ within us is ever our joy, 
our joy in times of stress and strain.
